Experts to Examine Every Ani- 
mal Before It Is Killed 
and After. 





Under the present municipal system of 
meat inspection, most of the meat eaten 
by St. Louisans goes to them without 
inspection, according to Health Com- 
missioner Bond. There are 30 shops in 
the city and only two city inspectors 
to watch them all. They find frequently 
tainted meat which has been painted to 
look fresh, offered for sale. They: are 
confident, says’ Dr. Bond, that large 
quarters of meat unfit for consumers 
reach them every week. The city au- 
thorities, he says, are helpless to pre- 
vent it. 

To remedy this condition, Mayor Wells 
and mebers of the Board of Public Im- 
provements are considering a plan sug- 
gested by Sewer Commissioner Fardwell 
for the establishment of a municipal ab- 
batoir, where animals ‘to be killed. for 
St. Louis use shall be slaughtered under 
the supervision of the Health Depart- 
ment. 


It is estimated by the meat inspectors 
that 96 per cent of the meat eaten by 
St. Loulsans comes from animals 
slaughtered either in St. Louis or East 
St. uls. Half a dozen of the St. 
Louis packing concerns have slaughter 
houses. Practically every slaughter 
house in East St. Louis has a 8t- 
Louis customer. 

he United States Government has 
inspectors stationed at these slaughter 
houses. But they inspect only animals 
that are being slaughtered for export 
sale: 


Would Inspect Animals. 


But none of the animals killed-in St. 
Louis every day for St. Louis consump- 
tion is inspected. It is estimated that 
about 10,000 animals are killed daily 
in the 8t. uis slaughter house and 
afterwards offered for sale at the differ- 


sent meat shops. 


In suggesting the plan for the Muni- 
eipal abbatoir Mr. Fardwell points, out 
that if all these animals were killed at 
this municipal slaughter house « the 
Health Department could inspect every 
animal before and after it was killed 
with comparatively few inspectors. 

If the plan goes through the half a 
dozen packing firms in St. Louis which 
have. slaughter houSes would still do 
their slaughtering in one big slaughter 
house, which would be directly in ‘the 
charge of the city through the Health 
Department. This would mean that the 
city would superintend daftly the kflling 
of animals worth about $350,000 to the 
packers. 2 le. 


‘Mayor Investigating. 


Mayor Wells said. that Mr. Fardwell's 
lan would be taken up at once by the 
Board of Health, of which he is an ex- 
officio chairman. ;

T. J. Wolfley, the St. Louis repre- 
sentative of the Greene Consolidated 
Copper Co., has his offices on the eighth 
floor of the Missouri Trust Building. To 
a Post-Dispatch reporter he said Satur- 
day that he has been connected with the 
co‘mpany as its St. Louis manager for 
& little more than one year, though he 
has owned stock in the mines and has 
been acquainted with the territory about 
Cananea since the opening of the mines 
there six years ago. 

Mr. Wolfley is personally acquainted 
with W. C. Greene, having known him 
when Greene was a miner and cattle 
owner in Tucson, Ariz. Mr. Wolfley at 
that time lived at Phoenix. When the 
Greene mines in the vicinity of Cananea 
were being opened he wert to Mexico 
and spent.some time in looking over 
the mining prospects there. 

‘There are a number of holders of stock 
in the Greene mining properties in St. 
Louis, among them being George J. 
Kobusch, president of the St. Louis Car 
Co., who isa director in the Greene 
Gold-Silver Co., an interest allied ‘with 
the Greene Consolidated Copper Co. St. 
Louis shareholders are anxious to know 
what effect the trouble will ggve on the 
payment of the regular bi-monthly divi- 
dend, which was to be declared Satur- 
day at a meeting of ti:e directors of the 
com y in New York. A large amount

Coroner, Whose Brother Is Ac- 
cused, Calls Charge 
a Ruse. 








PRISONER'S WIFE BUSY 





She . Employed Detectives, 


Whose Work Brought 
New Arrests, 


Preliminary hearing will be given Sat- 
urday afternoon in Alton to Harry C. 
Streeper, brother of Coroner C. N. 
Streeper ‘of Madison County, and Wil- 
liam Yenney, arrested on” warrants 
sworn out by Mrs. Joseph Nolan, charg- 
ing the murder of Fred Heintz and 
‘William Sonnett, fishermen. Their 
bodies were found March 13 riddled with 
bullets in a lonely spot on the bank of 
the river, six miles from Alton. 

Joseph Nolan is now held without 
bond in the Edwardsville Jail, accused 
of the murder. He is a saloon keeper 
at Edwardsville Crossing, a half mile 
from the scene of the murder, and was 
arrested at the instance ot Coroner 
Streeper after the inquest. 

Coroner Streeper said Saturday to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter at Alton that he 
regarded the arrest of his brother and 
Yenney as a ruse to enable Nolan to 


get bond. 
“If they are held,’ he said, “it will 


of ‘course be necessary to allow Nolan 
to give bond, probably in a small sum, 
This, I believe, was the chief purpose 
of Mrs. Nolan, who hired detectives im- 
mediately after Nolan's arrest. She has 


a good deal of money. 

“Spite work probably caused my 
brother to be picked for arrest, coupled 
with the fact that he was near Ed- 
wardsville Crossing at the time. Nolan 
was held on evidence which I helped 
to get, and this may have aroused en- 


mity.’’ 

Harry C. Streeper said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Saturday: 

“‘Yenney and I were camping at Gras- 
sy Lake, two miles from Edwardsville 
Crossing, the night of the murder. We 
were east of the crossing, and the place 
where Heintz and Sonnett camped was 
half a mile west of it. 

“The night of March 13 Yenney and 
I went to, the crossing, according to 
our regular habit. We were in No- 
lan’s saloon and saw ‘Skippy 
with Heintz and Sonnett in Joe Coop- 
er’s saloon, just across the _ street. 
There are only two saloons in the 


town. 

“Yenney and I went back to the 
camp at 9:16 o'clock. °I am certain it 
was not later than that, and it may 
have been 15 or 20 minutes earlier. 

“Neither of us knew anything of the 
killing until the following morning. 1 
have no doubt we will be able to estab- 
lish these facts without difficulty.” 


Prosecutor Doubtful. 


State’s Attorney Frank J. Gilham of 
Edwardsville said by long-distance tele- 
phone to the Post-Dispatch Saturday 
that, so far as he could learn, there was 
little or no foundation for charges 
against Streeper and Yenney. He read- 
ily. consented to Coroner Streeper’s re- 
quest that they be allowed bail of $1000 
each, and it was furnished by the Cor- 
oner. 

“Skippy’’ Steffen, after his two com- 
panions were killed, fled in an open boat 
to St. Louis and was arrested. At the 
Coroner’s inquest he was exonerated, 
after telling a dramatic story of how the 


two fishermen were stalked to the scene 


of death by their slayer, who repeatedly 
dropped on one knee and leveled his 
shotgun at them when they turned to 
cast terrified glances over their shoul- 
ders at him. 


“Skippy” Told Story. 


The double killing occurred about 
midnight. Before that, ‘“Skippy,”’ 
Heintz and Sonett spent the evening 
in Cooper’s saloon. ‘“Skippy’’ testified 
at the inquest that they had formerly 
been customers at Nolan's place, but 
that a disagreement over the sale of 
some fish led them to seek the other 
place. He said that as they sat about 
a table drinking they repeatedly saw 
a face at the window, and on running 
ty» the door would be able to distin- 
guish a figure receding over the snow, 
carrying a shotgun. He said they 
thought they recognized this figure as 
Nolan.

A shell found near the bodies was of 
the same make as some found loaded in 
Nolan’s house. The shot were the same 
size as shot picked from the faces of 
the dead men. Nolan, his wife and Ed- 
ward Hawk, his bartender, disagreed as 
to what time he went home and to bed 
the night of the killing.

Had Marked Roosevelt for 
Death, but Lacked Mon- 
ey for Trip. 


PORTLAND, Ore., June 2.—As the 
outcome of the arrest of a Pole in this 
city for an assault upon several Rus. 
sians, local detectives have learned of 
the existence here of a large body of 
Russian Nihilists, who, it is alleged, 
have been plotting the assassinatton of 
President Roosevelt, simply awaiting 
the accumulation of sufficient funds be- 
fore sending a deputation to Washing- 
t6n to carry out the scheme for the as- 
sassination of the President. 

The Pole, who claims to have been 
threatened with death, severely beat 
several of the plotters and was arrest- 
ed for assault. He was acquitted yes- 
terday, and it was then that the de- 
tectives learned the alleged purposes of 
the organization. 

Friends of the Pole informed the po- 


lice of the doings of the Nihilistic 
group—of their eulogistic praise of the 
assassination of President McKinley 
and finally of their plot to kill Roose- 
velt. Detectives have been put on the 
case, and will make arrests if sufficient 
evidence is obtained against-the gang.

He will earn our deepest gratitude who 
will frame and pass laws making it a 
criminal offense to keep or conspire to 
keep perishable food products from im- 
mediate consumption or to in any way 
hinder the expeditious marketing of 
these products. 

Grocers claim that packed eggs are 
not as liable to be rotten as fresh eggs. 
This is a misstatement of the case, The 
fact is that packed eggs are frozen and 
the eater hasn’t the same chance to tell 
whether they are rotten as he had un- 
der the old system of buying direct, and 
is forced to eat rotten eggs without 
knowing it. This general principle will 
apply to all perishable products, 

Let’s stop this foolish and useless talk 
about forcing packers to inspect prop- 
erly. They'll never do it, and ff they 
would, they could not inspect a rotten 
egg long enough to make it fresh. Get 
at the root of the evil by forbidding the 
packing itself and making it a crime to 
keep fresh eatables off the market.

HOUT FEAR 


Horses Take to Timber Nat- 
urally and Need Little 
Guidance. 


NBDBW YORK, June 2.—‘‘How does it 
feel to ride in a steeple chase?” That’s 
& question that has been asked a thou- 
Sand times by those who have watched 
the daring riders go over the stiff 
jumps in the East and. West that stand 
out like grim death itself. Probdbly no 


one is better prepared to answer the 
question than Frank Duffy, the noted 
Kiastern-rider whose tales of the turf 
have always been of keen interest. Duffy 
was asked last evening to tell something 
about this dangerous sport. He said: 
“You may not believe it, but yet it is 
a positive fact that the only fear that 
overcomes a jumping rider is before the 
race and while the horses are at the 
post. After you once get over that first 
Obstacle you are as calm as a baby. 
The hardest part of the job is to keep 
your horse going steady. When the jump 
is reached the poy drops his hands on 
the horse's withers, and the animal at- 
tends to the jumping part himself. If he 
is a good fencer he will get over. T 
only jumps we drive to are the banke 
ones and the Liverpool. You do not 
feel'any different riding in a jumping 
race than you would on the flat, but you 
must know how to place your horse. 
‘Often riders get their mounts too 
close to others and the horse takes off 
too soon. He does this by instinct, as 
nearly all jumpers will raise when they 
see the otners go intthe air. Hoid tne 
horse's head up, watch the others and 
keep him in a good position all the way. 
To keep your horse well placed I believe 
is one of the most essential parts of the 
race. If your mount begins to tire, just 
take a strong hold and keep him togeth- 
er, so that he will get over the jumps. 
Most of the falls are caused by horses 
tiring under their riders. When a horse 
is going fast toward a jump and props 
himself, few riders can retain their seat. 
This generally means that you are get- 
ting a fall and the laugh from the crowd.

Mrs, Julius S. Walsh Jr. of St. Louis, 
who before her marriage was Ken- 
tucky’s richest young woman, must pay 
about $10,000 back taxes on nearly $900,- 
000 worth of property not listed, under 
the decision of County Judge Bullock at 
Lexington, Ky. 

Mrs. Walsh was Miss Clara D. D. Bell 
of Lexington, daughter of. D. D. Bell, 
the noted bluegrass ‘turfman, who left a 
fortune estimated at $3,000,000, to be di- 
vided between his wife and daughter. 
The wife is now Mrs. Arthur Cary. Her 
Second husband is president of the Lex- 
ington & Eastern HKailroad. : ; 
: Miss Bell was wedded to Julius §. 
Walsh Jr., vice-president of the St. 
Louis Suburban Railway Co., last De- 
cember.” The marriage was a notable 
social event. Their St. Louis home is at 
5028 Delmar boulevard. 

It is Charged by the Tax Assessor 
that the Security Trust and Vault Co. 
of ‘Lexington, trustee for Mrs. Walsh’s 
fortune, listed the various securities 
in a lump Sum, underestimating it by 
$882,519. This is from 1894 to 1898, 


and the suit was for taxes during 
that period. 


She Must Pay About 810,000. 


The tax rate during those years was 

so cents per $100, and the penalty is 
«-v per cent. To clear the securities 
to 1898 Mrs. Walsh must pay about 
$10,060 according to the ruling. 

in addition to this, it is ¢harged that 
Western Union stock valued at $75,000 
has been Omitted from the lists since 
1898, and back taxes are sought on 
this. The Assessor is also trying to 
show there was too low a yaluation on 
other property, so that if he is successful 
in all his contentions the total amount 
to be paid by Mrs. Walsh will be close 
to $20,000, according to news tele- 
grams to the Post-Dispatch. 

Jullus S. Walsh Jr. said Saturday 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“All my wife's property is in the 
hands of the trust company mentioned 
in the dispatches, and I know little 
about it. If the trust company omit- 
ted any of it from the-tax lists or un- 
derestimated its value, I feel sure my 
wife knew nothing of it. 

“The property will not be removed 
to St. Louis, as stated in some g%- 
paches. It will remain in Kentucky.” 

The suit is the biggest of its kind 
ever filed in Lexington against an in- 
dividual. 


A Noted Horseman. 


The marriage of Mr. and Mrs. Walsh 
followed a lengthy courtship. Mr. 
Walsh first met Miss Bell at the Vir- 
ginia Hot Springs. She was a daring 
and graceful horsewoman, a noted 
whip and intensely fond of other out- 
goor pleasures. 

The acquaintance begun at the sum- 
mer resort was continued in Lexing- 
ton and Louisville. Subsequently Miss 
Bell went abroad and was the re- 
cipient of flattering attentions from 
nobles at continental courts. She 
made the remark once to a young 
French Count that she would never 
wed anyone but an American. She 
was not at that time engaged to Mr.

W. H. Savage, president of the Na- | 


tional Bond Co., against which a fraud 
order was recently issued, has just ye- 
turned from the South, where he wag 
resting when the action of the Postoffice 
Department was taken. 

“This action appears to have been 
taken under a grave misapprehension of 
the facts in the case,’ said Mr. savage 
today. “A little over a year ago the 
National Bond Co. was organized. It in- 
cluded among’ its stockholders and offi- 
cers men prominent in State and city 
financial circles, men holding nign posi- 
tions of trust, whose names for a half 
a century have been synonymous ~-with 
integrity and honest dealing. 

The corporation was organized by 
men experienced in business; its -con- 
tracts were high class and were of a 
character which, during the years pre- 
ceding, I am informed, had been several 


times approved by the Postoffice De- 
partment itself. 


Expenses Were Heavy. 


“The first year of business developed 
a.much larger expense than was an- 
ticipated; heavy initial expenses natural 


and incident to the business had to be 
made. Many unforeseen difficulties 
arose. The company, operating along 
lines similar to insurance companies, 
was seriously affected by the disturbed 
conditions of the public mind caused by 
the exposures of such last-named com- 
panies. Certain interests antagonistic 
to the bond investment companies have 
been unusually active within the last 
year. 

“These conditions were such as could 
not be foreseen and they naturally re- 
duced the company’s current income 
while leaving undiminished its heavy 
operating expenses. At the end of the 
year it appeared that its expenses. had 
been largely in excess of its net income, 
but any loss incurred thereby was borne 
by its stockholders. It has now and al- 
Ways has had more than sufficient to 
pay all of its obligations in Hquidation 
dollar for dollar. The aggregate of ev- 
ery possible liability of the company is 
not in excess of $106,000. Its whole net 
assets are in_the neighborhood of $120,- 
0"0. In other words. the company is now 
and has always been clearly soivent. 

In a certain sense the expenditures 
of the company were made for its cred- 
itors—its bondholders—and for every 
dollar expended the company held 
for their protection more than an equal 
sum of its own funds contributed by its 
stockholders. 


No Effort to Shift Losses. 


“The stockholders knew of these con- 
ditions and they assumed any burden 
or loss incurred thereby. There has not 
been any intention or effort whatever on 


the part of the company’s stockholders 
to shfft the burden of any past losses 
on its creditors. Some of the stockhold- 
ers have sold their stock recently, but 
this in no wise affects the continued 
security of its creditors. 

“The efforts of the company’s offi- 
cers, directors and stockholders have 
always been primarily to protect and 
safeguard its creditors, and it was in 
line with this policy that quite recently 
and prior to the issuance of the Post- 
office fraud order the company’s offi- 
cers consented to the appointment of 
the State Supervisor of Building and 
Loan Association as the receiver of the 
company. The company had and has 
assets far in excess of its liabilities, 
action was taken because the 
officers of the company believed that 
thereby the interest of its creditors 
would be best protected under the pres- 
ent condition of the public mind. 

“The Postoffice Department had no- 
tice of the appointment of such receiver 
prior to their taking any action. 


Creditors Will Lose Nothing. 


“With a judicious. liquidation. the 
‘ereditors of the company would lose ab- 
solutely nothing, and with such fact at 
all times plainly evident, the action of 
the Postoffice Department does a grave 
injustice to the officers and stockhold- 
ers of the company upon whom a very 
harsh imputation is thus cast. 


“The statements that former Goy. 
Stephens was a promoter of the com- 
pany, and that he received a salary Of 
$300 per month up to six months ago,. 
are untrue. On my solicitation the Gov- 
ernor subscribed for a small amount of 
the stock, and after refusing to accept 
the presidency he consented to act as 
financial agent in investing the $100,000, 
which. under the law, we are compelled 
to deposit with the State Treasurer. 
This amount of money was placed in 
his hands, and he did this very impor- 
tant work for us without charging. us a 
cent therefor. 

“After he had placed $100,000 of gilt- 
edge 6 per cent securities with the State 
Treasurer about a year ago he severed 
all connection with the company. Every 
expenditure was approved by our Ex- 
ecutive Committee, composed. of presi- 
dent, vice-president, secretary and treas- 
urer, and not a cent has been squan- 
dered or misapplied. There is a vouch- 
er for every dollar expended. The loss 
falls wholly upon the stockholders, and 
there is no one, as far as I know, who 
attached blame to the officers, all of 
whom, urder embarrassments,. disad- 
vantages and unforeseen difficulties, 
honestly labored to make the company 
a success.”
